United States Government Gets Back 
land in Louistana. 

New Orleans, October 18. returning | 
to the United States government’ nearly 2,000 
acres of land in Louisiana were handed down 
today by Judge L. D. Sanders. the United 
States circuit court. 

The lands are those involved 
of James L. Bradford, a wealthy resident of 
New Orleans, sentencéd to serve two years 
for conspiracy defraud the United States 
Of public lands. About 500 acres of the re- 
covered lands returned to the government 
Without prejudice to any rights which third 
parties involved in the various purchases may 
have in the: properties. 

Bradford was recently pardoned by 
dent” Roosevelt, who directed that he 
be released after serving four months of his 
sentence. Bradford accordingly wil! be re- 
leased next Sunday.
